The p lan has 
been su ccessfu l in other cities where 
it has been tried for sev eral y ears. 
There is no qu estion bu t that the 
av erage 
city p ay s 
more for 
the 
equ ip ment and 
su p p lies which 
it 
p u rchases than wou ld the ord inary 
bu siness man. 
Many firms selling 
su p p lies to cities boost their p rices 
knowing that the figu res will not be 
carefu lly analy zed . 
As 
a 
resu lt 
the ex p ense of the city gov ernment is 
many times that which it ou ght to 
be. 
The p u rchasing agent 
p lan is an 
ex cellent one, bu t its su ccess d e­ 
p end s u p on the ability and shrewd ­ 
ness of the agent. 
First of all he 
mu st be a bu siness man with a know­

Landing in New York with $1.10 iu 
his pockets from Liverpool, John I>. 
Harrison, a high school graduate of 
Chicago, told a story of having been 
pulled aboard a German submarine in 
the bay of Biscay after the ship on 
which he was steward hnd been sunk, 
then cast adrift on a life raft, to be 
picked up two hours later by a Scotch 
patrol boat and finally landed at Fal 
mouth, wearing a rough suit of clothes 
which was given to him by the Ger­ 
man submarine commander. 
Everything he owned went down in 
the 
bay 
of 
Biscay, 
off 
Finistère. | 
France, when the English ship Margam ; 
Abbey was sunk on April 10. Through 
the United States consul, Lorin A. 
Lathrop, of Cardiff. Wales, Harrison 
has filed a claim with the British ad­ 
miralty for 
for the loss of his ef­ 
fects, but, as !u* added nonchalantly: 
“ Only the good Lord knows whether 
1 w ill ever get It.” 


Cheered as S n ip S a n k . 
“ The commander was very polite to 
me,” said Harrison. 
” He spoke Eng­ 
lish, and he asked me to g * up ou deck 
with the officers, and there we stood 
until the Margam Ablvoy took her final 
plunge and disappeared beneath the 
wa ves. The Germans all took off their 
hats and cheered. 
"W e reachçd Madeira,” he continued, 
“ and after staying four days went to 
Bordeaux, where we landed a big cargo 
o f flour for Verdun. 
W e received or 
ders to proceed to Cardiff. Wales, where 
were the offices of the owners of the 
vessel. 
Two days after leaving Bor­ 
deaux, while we were at the head of 
the bay of Biscay, the first mate at 3 
o’clock in the morning of April 10 
sighted a su 1 »marine off the starboard 
bow. 
W e immediately put on steam. 
The German boat was about t wo miles 


off. 
She chased us and began firing 
explosive shells, and one rendered us 
helpless by earring away half of the 
propeller. 
Before that, however, we 
were in a sinking condition, for fully 
fifty shots were fired, and many struck 
us below the water line. The only man 
on board to be hit was the chief engi 
fleer. 
“ W e carried two lifeboats. One had 
twelve holes shot through it, but they 
were plugged up. The captain ordered 
them launched, and we left the ship. 
One boat pulled toward the island of 
Ushant, France, about sixty miles off, 
while the captain^boat, in which I 
was a passenger, turned toward the 
coast of England, about eighty miles 
away. 
After rowing for about two 
miles the submarine disappeared. The 
Margam Abbey was half submerged, 
but the captain suggested that we go 
back, believing we might stand a bet­ 
ter chance to be picked up. The cap­ 
tain and I went aboard to get some 
medicines from the cabin when the 
submarine emerged 300 yards away 
and fired two more shots, one passing 
over my head in the cabin. I ran out 
on the port side and jumped into the 
water, while the captain jumped in on 
the starboard sid e, where the boat was, 
and was piekod up and the sailors 
rowed away, but not before the Ger­ 
man commander had called out that he 
woultl pick me up. I had on a life belt 
and was supported by some planks. I 
was In the water twenty minutes when 
the submarine came alongside. 


Fed by the G erm ans. 
“ The first thing I told the submarine 
commander was that I was an Ameri­ 
can. He asked me a lot of questions 
about the ship, where we were bound, 
what our cargo was. Then he took me 
down the conning tower and told the 
steward to give me some breakfast. I 
had hot coffee, ham and bread, and it 
surely tasted good. 
1 never saw so 
much machinery in so small a compass 
before as in tlmt submarine. She was 
a big boat, 3W feet long, carrying two 
six pound guns fore and aft and with 
two torpedo tubes. The crew numbered 
at>out thirty men. ail young, tine look­ 
ing fellows. I asked the commander if 
| I could take off my clothes to dry 
: them, and he ordered some dry ones to 
| be given to me. I was surely treated 
very well, and everything about tlie 
submarine was in neat order. 
‘‘The submarine had in some manner 
picked up our life raft and was towing 
it- 
sue commander 
his officers 
held a consultation, ami I was asked 
to go on deck. 
!t was then that we 
saw the Margam Abbey sink. 
We 
stayed around the phn e about an hour 
and then the commander said he was 
going to set me adrift on the life raft. 
He said 1 would soon be piekod up by 
one of the English patrol boats, for lie 
said they ha<l been hunting for him for 
a week, ‘but tel] them from me,' he 
added, ‘that we are still here.’ 
“ Well, they put me on the raft in my 
dry German suit.

Washington. 
“ If all the world had a common lit­ 
erature,” he added, “ many lines of 
division would never have been cre­ 
ated. and many would now disappear.” 
The members of the American Bible 
society, he declared, are engaged in 
the work of furnishing the world a 
common literature whose appeal is 
universal. 
In part the president said: 
“ It is a very Interesting circumstance 
—perhaps I might add a disappointing 
circumstance—that the world should 
have so late awakened to Its obliga­ 
tion and opportunity in respect of the 
spread of the Scripture. 
We are cele­ 
brating the one hundredth anniversary 
of the American Bible society, and 
there are other Bible societies older 
than it, but 100 years is a very small 
part of the history of Christianity, and 
this great Bible is the main vehicle of 
Christianity. 
“ Widespread, systematic missionary 
endeavor is also modern and recent as 
gauged by the measures of history, 
and it is with a sort of feeling that we 
stand at the youth, at the l>eglnniug 
of the hope of what may be accom­ 
plished by these means when we think 
of this great work and of its rapid 
progress and spread.

¡►Ians drawn for their const ruction by 
the naval authorities put their dis­ 
placement at 30,000 tons and their ar­ 
mament ten sixteen-inch guns. 
The recommendation for ten sixteen- 
inch rifles comes direct from the gener­ 
al board and lias the indorsement of 
many ordnance officers, although there 
is a difference of opinion in naval cir­ 
cles as to who. her sixteen inch or four­ 
teen inch guns should prevail. 
The 
same argume ts caused a division of 
opinion amon.. naval authorities when 
it was projx» » i to use fourteen inch 
instead of tweh e inch guns. 
The tentative plans for battleships, 
battle cruisers, destroyers, submarines, 
gunboats, a In.spital ship and a fuel 
ship have been drawn in anticipation 
of the authorization of these various 
types of v essels. 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels said 
that the most interest was centered 
in the battleships and battle cruisers, 
with expert opinion about equally di­ 
vided as to which of these types would 
be of the greatest value for the etti 
ciency of the fleet. 


C ru is e rs ’ P la n s D elayed. 
Detailed plans for the battle cruisers 
have not yet been completed at the 
navy department, it was explained, as 
the design for these ships is entirely 
new in the United States navy. 
It is 
already calculated, however, that the 
speed of these vessels must not be 
under thirty-five knots. 
it is believed at the navy depart­ 
ment that congress will be disposed 
toward the smaller type of coastal sub­ 
marine in preference to the fleet type. 
The theory followed by the supporters 
of this view is that it is better to await 
the results of the trial of the Schley 
and the two sister ships? before author­ 
izing any more fieet submarines of the 
largest displacement. 
The characteristics of the new de­ 
stroyers included iu the 1917 program 
probably will bo about the same in 
appearance as the destroyers designed 
last year, with some minor improve­ 
ments and a slight Increase in speed. 
The designs for the gunboats con­ 
template a vessel of the improved Sac­ 
ramento type, which has given much 
satisfaction and which seems in its 
1,425 tons displacement to well serve 
the purposes of the navy for this type 
of craft. 
The fuel ship will probably 
be a duplicate of the Kanawha. 
The 
hospital ship will be designed after 
recommendations submitted by the bu­ 
reau of medicine and surgery and will 
have the most advanced facilities for 
caring for the sick and wounded.
